Pioneer Missionary Dying. 


Torgato, Sepi. 8.—Dr. Geo. Young, 
who was the first missionary to go 
to Fort Garry, now Winnipeg, is now 
in a very low condition at his son’s 
residence in this city, built on the site 
of his pioneer work.

TRADE OF THE GREAT NORTH. 


W. G. Ibvetson arrived from Fort 
Smith by way of the Landing on Friday 
evening. Mr. Ibbotson went to Smith 
early in the sammer in charge of goods 
shipped by Ross GBros.. jor W. Connors 
and reached Smith on June 29th. He 
returned with the brigade of Commo- 
dere Shof, who delivers the greater 
part o; the rorthern supplies at Smith 
and brings back the returns of fur. Op 
the present trip Shot brings up 
winter’s trade of W. Connors and His- 
lop & Nagle, whose headquarters are 
respectively at Good Hop2 and Fort 
Resolution. They mei Luted’s scows at 
Little Red River on the Athabasca, met 
Colin Fraser, McLeod and Green, at 
the Stony rapids of the Athabasca, met 
Hurssell at the gas springs of the 
Athabasca, and met Gordon’s ieams this 
side of the Landing. 

They left =mith on August 10th and 


the 


were thirty-seven days on the 
trip io the Landing tracking 
all the way. The weather was very 


wet ard cold, and once a litile snow 
fell. New potatoes were in use at Fort 
Smith when the party left, and they 
.lso got potaices at the Little ted, 
River and at McMurray. 

A serious epidemic of measels oz some 
similar disease is reported all along the 
Athabasca ard Mackenzie. Ili came 
from the »orth and is supposed io have 
beer. brought in by the American whal- 
ers. Both Irdians and white people 
tuke i:, but it is much more severe 92 
the Ircdians, among whom there are 
many deaths, principally because they 
do rot take proper care. When ihe 
fever is on they expose themselves and 


of «ourse the result is death Seven 
deaths occurred amongst those at 


Sraiith just before the bonis atarted for 
Edmonton. 
Aside from the sickness condiilons are 


very favorable o the Mackenzie. 
There has been good <atch of iyr, 
rabpits ard food generzily was plenti- 
fu! 


The fur brought up on the present 
trip by Shot is the whole trade of Great 
Slave lake and the Mackenzie river for 
the year cuiside o: that made by the 
Hudson’s Bay Company and consists of 
120 bales and cases. The vaiye must be 
a matier of guess until it is opened 
out and valued according to the present 
state of the market, but it is probably 
not less than $100,000. The irads is 
divided between Hislop & Nagle whose 
headquarters is Fort Resolution, with 
outposts at Raa, Providence, Wrigley, 
Norman, Nelson river and Good Hope, 
and W. Connors, whose headquarters 
is at Good Hope with cuiposts at Nor- 
man and Red River. The Hudson’s Bay 
Company have posts at all the points 
mentioned and others as well. 

Four screw steamers ply o7 Ww 
ters oi Great Slave river ard lake be- 
low the rapids at Smith and down the 
Mackeczie to Peel river near the Arciic 
ocean. They are the Wrigley belong- 
ing to the H. 3B. Co., the Eva belonging 
to Hislop & Nagle, the Caribou pelong- 
ing to 4. Connors and the Sit. Alphonse 
belonging to the Roman Catholic mis- 
sion. The distance is so great from the 
cutposis on the Mackenzie to Edmon- 
ton thai it is imypossible to collect tha 
fur in the north, bring it to Edmonton, 
dispose of it, and return north with 
g0ods to those same gutposis in the gue 
season, The difiiculty is bridged by an 
arrangement between the northern 
trader and the Edmonton outfitter. 
During the winter the trader sends out 
by dog train the thousand or two 
thoysand miles the case may be an 
estimate of his winter’s catch and his 
requirements for the following season. 
The goofs are forwarded to Athabasca 
Landing by team if possible be‘ore ihe 
cpeuing o- spring, so,as to iniss ihe 
probably bad roids of summer. Scows 
are built at the Landing and the goods 
sent down the river wiih the first 
high water, that is probably late in 
May. The scows go through to Fort 
S:nith without breaking bulk, except 
partiaily for the short portage at 
Grand rapids, The furs collected at 
the Great Slave lake and Mackenzie 
river Outposts reach Fort Simith some- 
what later in the season, some of them 
having to come furiher up stream than 
the goods had to go dawn. As the 
scows carry Jnore goods thao ihe 
steamers pari of them have been pass- 
ead over the portages at Smith and seni 
on down stream, but the remainder of 
the brigade awaits the srrival of the

steamers with the fur. The fur is 
transferred over the portage to the 
scows and the goods which remain 
transferred to, or the scows are tow 


ed by, the steamers. The steamers then 
start down stream and the scows uo 
stream. The traders have as yet rd 
steamers this side of Smith so the re- 
turn trip is a weary drag of 800 mil 
up stream to the Landing, the monot+ 
ony being broken by a row across Lake 
Athabasca and specially heavy tracking 
in the rapids of the Athabasca. 

Hislop & Nagle are having a <team- 
er built at Smith Lording ior use on 
the navigable sireich from there io 
Fort McMurray. It will be in use next 
season. At present the H. B. Co. ho 
a large stern wheeler the Grahame, 
Roman Catholic mission hive’a small 
side wheeler the St. Joseph and Colia 
Fraser, of Thipewyan, his a small 
ecrew steamer the Eihel.

spring, enter the Arciic by Bebring 
straits ard after hunting whales ¢ur- 
| ing the summer spend th> wimier in a 
harbor which exists 92 Herschell island 
and retgrn to San Fran<isco the follow- 
ing year, their places being taken by 
others who sail from San Francisco in 
that year. These vessels cntfit ‘or 
trade with the Esquimaux and Indians 
as well as for hurting whales, 2nd as 
they pay ro duty ard are under no re- 
strictions they carry on trade at a 
very great advantage over the traders 
who go dewn the river from Edmon- 
ton, whese goods have paid duty and 
who are ucder strict watch as to liquor. 
From year to year as no Official ro- 
tice has been taken of them thre whak 
ers have become bolder and bolder, both 
in their liquor and in their other trade. 
it was reported last year that this year 
the Canadian government was going io 


look after them, and for a tim: this 
spring they were not heard from. But 


when the first boats down tha river 
brought no evidence of government 2u- 
thority avout to be exercised they be- 
came bolder then ever, and have push- 
ed their trade up the river as far as 
Good Hope. Last year the interested 
parties in San Francisco reported to the 
Canadian government ihat they had de- 
termined to abandon the Mackenzie 
river. It was no doubt on ihe strength 
of this that no actio: was taken. This 
should not be allowed to occur again, 
and it is to be hoped it will not. 

The amount of tirade done by way of 
the Athabasca and Mackenzie may be 
estimated from the boat loads o: goods 
which leave the Landing each Season. 
Each of these boats generaily carries 
263 pieces or parcels o: 100 poyrds 
weight each. Goods are puc up in par- 
cels of that weight jor convenience in 
portaging. The following is an _ esii- 
mats of the number o- beats which left 
the Larding this season; H. B. Co. 23, 
Roman Catholic mission 12, W. Connors, 
Good Hope, 4; Hislop & Nagle, Resolu- 
tion, 13; J. M. Swiggert, Resolution, 4; 
Jos. Hurssel!, Fort Smith, 2; Colin Fra- 
ser, Chipewyan, 9; P. Luted, Chipewyan, 
3; Faseneuve, Red River on the Atha- 
basca, 1; Gordon, McMurray, 2; Ladou- 
ceur, House river, 1; Johnston Eros., 
Wapiscaw, 4; Others in small lots 2. 
Total 83 boats or 1,650,000 pounds of 
supplies. This is certainly a trade of 
some importance net only to Edmonton 
but to the trade of Canada. As already 
pointed out circumstances abscluteiy 
compel that letters should be sent 
out even from the furthest north post 
at least once during the winter. While 

} it is just as necessary in order that 
trade may be carried on with’ any 
regard to profit, that the northern 

j trader should krow the condition g’ the 
fur market once at least during ‘he 
winter and as ofien as possible. For 
the past two years no government miil 

has been run beyond the Landing inio 
all that vast region to accommodate all 
that great trade. Each year the Hud- 

son’s Bay Company having a system o? 
posts throughout the length and bread- 
th of the region, bring out and take in 
a mail. The ex pense is very great and 
it is top much to expect that the com- 

pany will incur, that expense for the 
benefit of their rivals in trade. They 
do carry letters for the missionaries, 
but the trade of the country outside of 
the H. B. Co. is as absolutely without 

a mail service now as it was 100 years 

ago, except in so far as each individual 
trader provides for the carriage of his 
own mail. Connors, from Good Hope, 

2,000 miles north, Hislop & Nagle, from 

Resolution, 1,060 miles north, and Colin 

Fraser, from Uhipewyan, 70) miles 

north, ali are compelled fo mike that 
tremendeous trip at their own expense, 
while their rivals in a smaller way sim- 
ply have to stand the disadvantage of 
not knowing what is 


going on in the 
way oF trade. To say that this condi- 
tion of affairs is discreditable to the 
post office department is to put it 
mildly. The great cost of 2 mail ser- 
vice down the Mackenzie, is the excuse 
put forward But that is no excuse. 
The trade is there as the figures given 
above show, 2nd trade of such impori- 
ance is entitled to reasgnable mail ac- 
commodation. Whatever the cost may 
be to the post office department it is 
as great to the private irdividual and 
there is no reason why the private in- 
diviiual should have to bear the cost. 
The mail service is for the convenience 
of business not for the declaring of 
dividends, and the number of letters 
earried is no evidence of the business 
importance of the service required. 


Although the missionaries have their 
mail carried through the kindness of 
the Hyndson’s Bay Company, there is 
no reason why they should be put in 
the humiliating position of having to 
ask as a favor what they should en 
joy as a right, ror why the Hudson's 
Bay Company, should be asked to do 
for the government what is the govern- 


ment’s first duty to do for its citizens 
as the conditions are to-day.
